Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 07-16-2007 does not introduce any new matter into the disclosure. 
The added material is supported by the original disclosure. The amendments are to expedite 
allowability of instant application by canceling the rejected claim 17, as all the pending claims 1- 
16 and 18-38 were allowed in previous office action mailed on 04-16-2007. 

3. Applicant has cancelled claim 17 to overcome prior art rejection and expedite 
allowability of the instant application as claims 1-16 and 18-38 were allowed in office action 
mailed on 04-16-2007. The allowable subject matter for Independent Claims 1-3, 1 1,14,18 and 
33-36 

"the reference signal is supplied to the pixels for every selected pixel row and, at the 
same time, most of the gate signal lines and the counter voltage signal lines in other pixel rows 
except for the selected pixel rows are respectively configured to assume a floating state" and 
The allowable subject matter for Independent Claims 31 and 32 
"when the signal is scanned and supplied to the next gate signal line, the switches are 
turned off in response to an OFF signal, and when the scanning signal is supplied to the further 
next gate signal line, the gate signal line to which the scanning signal is supplied at the two 
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preceding stage is made to assume a floating state, and the respective gate signal lines are 
connected to a signal line to which the OFF signal is supplied through portions thereof which 
assume a floating state and diodes" have been fully considered, extensively searched in PGPUB, 
and prior arts. The prior art of Eu (US 6,3 17,120 Bl), all the cited prior art on 892's and prior art 
cited on 1449's fails to recite or disclose above claims limitations, and put application number 
1 0796 1 92 in condition for allowance. 

4. Applicant has amended drawing 53 by adding "prior art" label on the.top of the drawing 
per drawing objection. Therefore the objection to drawing is withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 and 18-38 allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant to expedite the instant application allowability; has cancelled rejected claim 17. 
Claims 1-16 and 18-38 were allowed. After extensive search and consideration in PGPUB, IDS 
PTO 1449, the cited prior on PTO 892, prior art of Eu (US 6,317,120 Bl) fails to recite or 
disclose all the other limitations of independent claims combined with uniquely distinct features 
represented by underlined bold claim limitations below; 
For Independent Claims 1-3, 1 1,14,18 and 33-36 
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the reference signal is supplied to the pixels for every selected pixel row and, at the same 
time, most of the gate signal lines and the counter voltage signal lines in other pixel rows 
except for the selected pixel rows are respectively configured to assume a floating state. 

For Independent Claims 3 1 and 32 

when the signal is scanned and supplied to the next gate signal line, the switches are turned 
off in response to an OFF signal, and when the scanning signal is supplied to the further 
next gate signal line, the gate signal line to which the scanning signal is supplied at the two 
preceding stage is made to assume a floating state, and the respective gate signal lines are 
connected to a signal line to which the OFF signal is supplied through portions thereof 
which assume a floating state and diodes.
